9. Claims 1-10 allowed. 

10. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The piston rods as 
disclosed in Gerber are parallel versus instead of coaxial as disclosed by the device of the instant 
application. Furthermore, surfaces 70 and 72 as disclosed in Gerber are not comparable to the 
Annual surfaces as disclosed in claim 1. A search in class 72, subclasses 248. 453.01. and 453.07 
failed to yield any further art that disclosed the features of the claimed invention.
